Whereas, an announcement has been made by the 
Election Commission of India , New Delhi, to hold the 
Bye -Election to 11- Taleigao Assembly Constituency and 
14 - Cumbharjua Assembly Constituency accordingly 
the Bye - Election are going to be held on 2-6-2005 and 
directions have been given to ensure free , fair and 
peaceful Elections. 


However, the above restrictions shall not apply to
